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Dirks quashes Edmonton Catholic 
plan to build childcare facilities

Alberta’s education minister 
has kiboshed a proposal from 
Edmonton Catholic Schools 
to set up modular classrooms 
at four city schools that could 
be used for childcare space. 

In a letter obtained by 
Metro, Minister Gordon Dirks 
informed ECS board chair 
Debbie Engel “funding for 
childcare facilities is outside 
of the mandate of education 
and school authorities.” 

The board had OKed the 
plan in October to use $3.6 
million from the sale of old 
school properties to build 
eight modulars that could be 
used for daycare, as well as 
before- and after-school care. 

Dirks noted the “$3.6-mil¬ 
lion unused education grants 


were provided to your school 
authority for purposes related 
to the education of Alberta 
students and children.” 

The district had planned to 
install the modulars at Bishop 
David Motiulc School, Father 
Michael Mireau School, St. 
John XXIII School and the St. 
Brendan Replacement School 
and use lease money to repay 
the initial cost of the build. 

Engel said she was dis¬ 
appointed with the minis¬ 
ter’s response, since the dis¬ 
trict has heard from parents 
throughout the city who are 
desperate for childcare facili¬ 
ties. 

“Our mandate is to make 
sure eveiy child has eveiy- 
thing in place as much as pos¬ 
sible to make sure they suc¬ 
ceed to the best of their ability 
and if that means making life 
easier for their parents and 
their siblings then that’s my 
mandate,” Engel said. 

Currently, ECS has 19 day¬ 
care leases and 42 before- and 
after-school-care leases rent¬ 
ing school space in their dis¬ 
trict. 

St. Gabriel School parent 


Lana Brenneis said having 
a daycare at the school has 
been an incredible asset to 


parents. 

“Having a daycare within 
the actual school building is 


really ideal, because parents 
have one place to drop their 
kids off and don’t have to 


wony to have their kids driv¬ 
en or bussed some place else,” 
she said. 

Brenneis called the govern¬ 
ment’s response frustrating. 

“The parents are ciying 
out for the spaces and I think 
the Catholic school district 
was tiying to do the right 
thing,” she said. 

Alberta Education spokes¬ 
woman Tamara Magnan ex¬ 
plained in an email to Metro 
the government provides dis¬ 
tricts with education grants 
for the purpose of providing 
kindergarten to Grade 12 edu¬ 
cation. 

“Thus, Alberta Education 
does not allow school juris¬ 
dictions to use these funds to 
offer childcare services,” she 
wrote. 

In response to the minis¬ 
ter’s letter, ECS said it plans 
to form an ad-hoc commit¬ 
tee to lobby the government 
for wrap-around services at¬ 
tached to schools, including 
childcare services. 

“We will be getting par¬ 
ents on board. We will be get¬ 
ting the message out there,” 
said Engel.

‘Tax points’ 
proposed 
for Calgary, 
Edmonton 


Calgaiy and Edmonton may 
not get any new taxation 
powers from the Alberta 
government as they negoti¬ 
ate new city charters, but 
both mayors are now talking 
about getting a guaranteed 
chunk of existing — or new 

— taxes that the province 
collects. 

“In some ways I’d be 
happier with a sharing of a 
tax point — a piece of the 
income tax like they have 
in Manitoba — or, if there 
is a sales tax, like they have 
in Saskatchewan, a piece of 
that goes to cities,” Edmon¬ 
ton Mayor Don Iveson said 
Thursday. 

Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi said that approach 
has worked well between 
other levels of government. 

The mayors’ comments 
came after Premier Jim 
Prentice pledged Thursday 
to have a revised Municipal 
Government Act (MGA) — 
legislation that delegates au¬ 
thorities to cities and towns 

— in place by 2016. 

Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister Diana McQueen said 
Thursday the new MGA 
should involve some form of 
additional revenue flowing to 
Alberta’s cities and towns. 

“This MGA is really about 
empowering and enabling 
municipalities to do more,” 
she said. “If there are things 
that they are going to do 
more of that we currently 
do, as a province, then it’s 
only right that the funding 
that we have to deliver those 
services now could go to the 
municipalities.”

Homer bows out of 
provincial politics

After 14 years in politics, for¬ 
mer finance minister, leader¬ 
ship candidate and deputy 
premier Doug Horner is call¬ 
ing it quits. 

Horner announced Thurs¬ 
day that he would not be 
running in the next election 
and would resign as an MLA 
at the end of this month. 

He said after a lengthy 
career in provincial politics, 


it was time to return to the 
private sector. 

“You know it’s been 14 
years — 10 years as a cab¬ 
inet minister, five premiers, 
three times as deputy — it’s 
time,” he said, adding that 
he had to make the deci¬ 
sion now because the party’s 
nomination is open and his 
riding needs a candidate. 

“It’s important that the 
association has a clear under¬ 
standing of what it is they 
have to do now,” he said. 

Horner said the decision 
has been weighing on him 
since former premier Alison 
Redford’s time in office. 

“I have been thinking 
about this for a long time. I 
have been thinking about it 
since before Alison stepped 
down,” he said.

After serving in cabinet 
for a decade, Horner was 
left out of Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice’s ministry this past fall. 
Horner said that was not a 
factor in his decision. 

“It doesn’t have anything 
to do with any kind of nega¬ 
tive connotation to caucus or 
to this premier. It has every¬ 
thing to do with a personal 
decision on my part,” he 
said. 

Prentice expressed regret 


to see Horner stepping down. 

“I will be sorry to lose 
him. We spoke this morning. 
I understand the reason for 
his decision,” he said. 

“Some of what we’re 
dealing with in terms of the 
financial circumstances in 
this province right now were 
made a little easier by some 
of the very good work that 
Doug did as minister of fi¬ 
nance,” he said.

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‘Prices are not going to 
bounce back’: Prentice 


Alberta Premier Jim Prentice 
says there’s no chance that 
the province can “ride things 
out” while waiting for a re¬ 
bound in oil prices. 

Prentice says a full discus¬ 
sion must be held with Al¬ 
bertans to find a way to deal 
with a decline of $7 billion in 
resource revenues triggered 
by a fall in world oil prices to 
below $50 US a barrel. 

“I know there is a thought 
out there that we should just 
ride this out and prices will re¬ 
bound and we’ll be back into 
happier times,” Prentice said 
Thursday. 

“That is not the advice we 
are receiving.” 

Prentice noted that both 
financial and energy experts 
have made it clear prices 
aren’t going to recover any 
time soon. 

He said it’s expected a bar¬ 
rel of oil could be selling for 
$62 US next year and maybe 
$68 US the year after that. 

But he added it isn’t likely 
to move much beyond that for 
some time. 

“This is a different market 



circumstance than we’ve seen 
in other commodity cycles. 
Prices are not going to bounce 
back.” 

Alberta has to look for 
other ways to make up the 
shortfall, including a change 
in taxation, Prentice said. He 
pointed to the province’s 10 
per cent flax tax, which he 
said has its positives, but is 
also “regressive” and a chal¬ 
lenge to the “working poor.” 

“One of the negative things 
about it is that for the working 


poor it is one of the toughest 
forms of taxation in this coun¬ 
try, because it has a flat level of 
tax for people who are strug¬ 
gling to raise their families and 
make ends meet,” he said. 

“I don’t believe that was 
the original intention ... they 
did not intend that it would be 
regressive, to use that term, 
on poor people in this prov¬ 
ince. I think we need to be 
mindful of that, especially as 
we go forward in what is go¬ 
ing to be a difficult year.” 

In Edmonton on Thursday, 
NDP Leader Rachel Notley, 
said the New Democrats have 
been fighting against the flat 
tax for a long time. 

“Welcome to the party,” 
she said. “We’ve only been 
saying that for about 15 years. 
I’m not quite sure why it took 
them so long to get that. 

“If they had gotten it 15 
years earlier, we wouldn’t be 
in this position now.” 

The NDP and the Liberals 
have long argued for a progres¬ 
sive income tax, saying a flat 
tax punishes working families.

The continuing January thaw 
may be making puddles of the 
ice and snow around town, 
but organizers at the city’s 
premier winter festival aren’t 
sweating it.

Bomn said the artists will 
likely be carving at night, an 
idea carver Sandis Kondrats 
doesn’t relish.

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Funding boost for women in trades

labour training program

Government and industry 
put money behind their 
message that Canada needs 
more skilled tradespeople 
with the announcement of 
a $ 1-million-plus investment 
for Women Building Futures 
(WBF) — a program that pro¬ 
vides skilled labour training 
to women for the construc¬ 
tion industiy. 

Michelle Rempel, minister 
of state for western econom¬ 
ic diversification, said the 
skilled labour gap is a priority 
for her department, as is giv¬ 
ing aboriginal women access 
to projects like WBF #4ME. 

“We continue to see 
women underrepresented 
in the skilled labour mar¬ 
ket. The #4ME project will 
allow flexible training to 
more women — we know 
it’s a powerful program — it 
changes women’s lives,” said 
Rempel. 


Women Building Futures 


The federal government is 
investing nearly $1 million 
in the Women Building 
Futures (WBF) program, 
while the province is kicking 
in $250,000. Industry leaders 
from Imperial Oil and Shell 
Canada are also funding the 
expansion of the program 
to include online and on¬ 
site courses for aboriginal 
women. 


• Canada's first trades 
training facility for 
women, WBF expects 
24,000 women will access 
the #4ME Program over 
the next three years and 
reach some 30 aboriginal 
communities. 


“Online or on site, we 
want to be able to reach any 
woman anywhere who is in¬ 
terested in a career in the 
trades,” said WBF president 
Judy Lynn Archer. 

When Lana Kinghorn 
got laid off a few years ago, 
she decided it was “kind of 
silly not to get a trade in Al¬ 
berta.” Today, the 38-year-old 


is working through the 17- 
weelc Journeywoman Start 
program at WBF, getting her 


safety ticket and skills in six 
areas of the construction 
trade, with plans to move 


north for work. 

“I love it. We get the 
knowledge we need, and 


even build our upper body 
strength to be able to work in 
the trades,” she said.

Some Alberta parents are tak¬ 
ing issue with a new report that 
suggests digital reporting tools 
used in the province’s schools 
are more of a hindrance than a 
helper for educators. 

The stats released by the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
polled 1,100 teachers across 
the province and reported on 
digital tools including Power- 
School and StudentsAchieve. 

The report found that 63 
per cent of teachers don’t think 


digital reporting tools have en¬ 
hanced the level of instruction 
and assessment in classrooms, 
while 40 per cent agreed com¬ 
munication with parents 
hasn’t improved either. 

Edmonton parent Wendy 
Western said the SchoolZone 

— used by the city’s public 
school district to report student 
grades, track yellow buses and 
post important notes to parents 

— has been a great way to com¬ 
municate with her daughter’s 


teachers and the school. 

“I like that the information 
that used to ... go home in (a) 
kid’s backpack, you get it in 
one piece. It’s no longer crum¬ 
pled up in the bottom of their 


backpack,” said Western, who 
serves as school council vice- 
president for Michael Strembit- 
sky School. 

The program costs approxi¬ 
mately $250,000 per year to 


maintain, said Edmonton pub¬ 
lic board staff. 

A spokesman from Cal- 
gaiy’s Board of Education told 
Metro the district has been 
working with teachers to iden¬ 
tify possible workload issues 
and digital reporting tools. 

“We are committed to both 
improving the conditions for 
student success and improving 
the conditions of professional 
practice through this commit¬ 
tee,” he said. 


ATA president Marc Ram- 
sanlcar said it’s essential to en¬ 
sure that new tools introduced 
into the classroom, like digital 
reporting, don’t impact teach¬ 
ing and learning. 

“Having teachers use copi¬ 
ous amounts of time to record 
in an electronic fashion isn’t 
a teaching tool, it’s not im¬ 
pacting student learning. It’s 
reporting student learning,” 
Ramsanlcar said.

Film. Love story being 
shot in Edmonton with 
3 D cameras 


A charming love story set in 
Northern Canada is being 
brought to life in Edmonton 
this month and they’re doing 
it in 3D. 

Production company 12pt 
media is shooting 40 Below 
and Falling in and around the 
city with 3D cameras — a first 
for a romantic-comedy. 

The film stars Jewel Staite, 
who previously appeared in 
Firefly and stars in the drama 
series The Killing. Her co-star 
is Canadian actor Shawn Rob¬ 
erts from Resident Evil, Edge 
of Darkness and X-Men. 

Jewel plays a teacher leav¬ 
ing a northern Alberta town 
who finds herself stuck in a 
snowstorm and has to hitch 


a ride with Robert’s character 
on a snowmobile. 

Andrew Scholotiulc, one 
of the film’s producers, said 
they have been excited to 
make the film for a while, 
and wanted to tiy something 
unique. 

“This was a project that 
really stood out and we 
thought it could be a great 
twist on a genre,” he said. 

While it might seem like 
a gimmick, Scholotiulc said 
shooting the film in 3D is 
about exploring the technol¬ 
ogy’s artistic possibilities. 

“We felt that we wanted to 
use it as an artistic tool,” he 
said. 

“We find that like all tech¬ 
nical elements of a film, you 
shouldn’t be aware of it.” 

Director Dylan Pearce said 
new technology in film is al¬ 
ways used in extreme ways at 
first. 

“People forget that when 
sound came out or colour 
came out it was viewed as just 
a gimmick,” he said.

New OR provides more options

Thanks to a new hybrid oper¬ 
ating room at the Mazanlcow- 
slci Alberta Heart Institute, 
patients like four-month-old 
Isaac Tymchuk have been 
given a gift of time — a 
chance to avoid a highly inva¬ 
sive heart procedure — until 
he can grow stronger. 

“We’re so lucky to have 
this option today — it buys 
us time to see how Isaac’s 
heart will grow, before go¬ 
ing on with other repairs,” 
said Isaac’s dad Matt who, 
with wife Shandra, found 
out about Isaac’s congenital 
heart defect at 21 weeks ges¬ 
tation. 

The milestone procedure 


for Isaac’s aortic valve steno¬ 
sis involved in-utero treat¬ 
ment in Toronto to help his 
left heart valve stay open 
until birth. 

When he was just 16 days 
old, an interventional cardi¬ 
ologist (using minimally in¬ 
vasive, catheter-based tech¬ 
niques) and a cardiac surgeon 
worked at the same time in 
an operating theatre with 
the advanced imaging equip¬ 
ment that is needed for cath¬ 
eter procedures. 

“We were able to perform 
the less-invasive procedure 
initially, which eliminates 
the need to put a two-weelc- 
old boy on a heart-lung ma¬ 
chine,” said Dr. Andrea Wan, 
pediatric cardiologist at the 
Stolleiy Children’s Hospital. 

“By delaying a complex 
surgery until he’s older, it’ll 
improve the chances of a 
positive outcome for Isaac.” 

“We’re fortunate to have 
this technique,” added car¬ 
diac surgeon Dr. Mohammed 
A1 Alclabi, who inserted bands 
to regulate the flow of blood 
to Isaac’s lungs, while Dr. 
Wan inserted a stent through

a catheter. 

Mom Shandra said that 
other than watching Isaac’s 
weight and monitoring his 
blood oxygen, Isaac is able 
to be at home in Calgaiy 
until he’s strong enough for 
further surgeries.

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Bus shelter damage adds up 


Transportation. Vandals 
shattering dozens of 
panes across city 


Vandals did tens of thousands 
of dollars in damage to city bus 
shelters in just a few months 
last year. 

According to numbers from 
the city, between April 1 and 
Sept. 30 there were more than 
130 incidents. 

“What we have in that per¬ 
iod of time is 137 investigated 
incidents,” said Marvin Chick, 
the acting security co-ordinator. 
“It could involve one shelter, 
but might be more shelters.” 

Chick said in one spree 
along Rabbit Hill road they

saw 29 shelters and 51 panes of 
glass and another along 107th 
Avenue where 34 shelters were 
damaged. 

He said each of those sprees 
cost between $15,000 and 
$20,000 to repair. 

Each pane of glass costs the 
city about $300 to replace and 
Chick said the costs can really 
add up quickly. 

“It’s substantial and it is 
certainly costing the city and 
the patrons of our system,” he 
said. “That is money we could 
be using elsewhere on the sys¬ 
tem.” 

Chick said the city doesn’t 
have a lot of other options for 
different material because they 
want the shelters to be warm, 
while also making sure they’re 
open to view. 

“It becomes a balance of the 
type of material that will stand 
up to the weather and provide 
shelter to our patrons,” he said. 

Quinn Nicholson, a spokes¬ 
man for the transportation 
department, said the city is con¬ 
cerned about the problem. 

“We’re looking at what is 
the situation and (if) is it be¬ 
coming more of a problem,” he

Metabolomics. U of A gets 
$3M in federal funding 


Nearly $3 million in federal 
funding has been awarded to 
University of Alberta research¬ 
ers to help foster the prov¬ 
ince’s budding metabolism 
research industry. 

Minister of State for West¬ 
ern Economic Diversification 
Michelle Rempel helped make 
the $2.9-million announce¬ 
ment Thursday. 

The cash will be used to 
purchase two new pieces of 
equipment set up at a U of A 
lab for metabolomics research. 

Current applications of 
metabolomics research have 
helped scientists create less 
invasive medical tests for co¬ 
lon cancer and helped identify 
genetic issues in daily cattle. 

With roughly one-third of 
the entire industry based in 
Alberta, Rempel said the prov¬ 
ince is the perfect place to sup¬ 
port metabolomics research. 

“People think of oil and 
gas in Alberta; They should be 
thinking of metabolomics,” 
said Rempel. 

U of A professor David 
Wishart said the possible im- 
plicationa of metabolomics 
research are huge. 


New equipment 


The funding will be used to 
purchase a 700 MHz nuclear 
magnetic resonance machine 
and a quadrupole time-of- 
flight mass spectrometer. 


• Metabolomics is the 
study of metabolism. 


“It means we can do a lot 
of testing veiy, veiy quickly 
and it means we can trans¬ 
late those tests into real uses, 
not decades from now, but in 
some cases, literally months 
from now.” 

Metabolomics has also been 
used to identify Alzheimer’s 
in patients before it happens, 
as well as to identify people 
who could develop diabetes 15 
years before it happens, Wis¬ 
hart said. 

“When you know some¬ 
thing bad is going to happen, 
you can actually do something 
about it and that’s something 
we’ve all learned about, which 
is preventative medicine,” Wis¬ 
hart Said.

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Winnipeg named Canada’s most racist, 
mayor pledges ‘to turn this ship around’ 



Civic isues. The 

city's people have a 
duty to change how 
they relate with one 
another: Mayor 


The mayor of Manitoba’s cap¬ 
ital tearfully promised Thurs¬ 
day to fight racism and intoler¬ 
ance after his city was branded 
Canada’s most racist by a na¬ 
tional magazine. 

Brian Bowman stood sur¬ 
rounded by dozens of aborigin¬ 
al and community leaders and 
admitted Winnipeg has a prob¬ 
lem with racism. The city’s 
first Metis mayor broke down 
as he talked about passing on 
his heritage to his young chil¬ 
dren. 

“My wife is Ukrainian herit¬ 
age. My family is Metis,” he 
said as he choked back tears. “I 
want my boys to be as proud of 
both of those family lines.” 

Macleans magazine pub¬ 


lished a cover stray that gave 
Winnipeg the dubious distinc¬ 
tion. It cited the huge gap be¬ 
tween aboriginals and non-ab¬ 
originals, as well as the recent 
high-profile death of 15-year- 
old Tina Fontaine, whose body 
was found in August wrapped 
in plastic in the Red River. 

It also comes shortly after 
an inquest report into the 
death of Brian Sinclair, an ab¬ 
original double-amputee who 
died during a 34-hour wait for 
care in a city hospital’s emer¬ 
gency room in 2008. Some staff 
testified that they assumed he 
was drunk or homeless. 

The reaction to the article 
from city hall was swift. The 
police chief, the provincial 
treaty commissioner, chiefs 
and community leaders as¬ 
sembled — not to refute the 
article — but to promise to do 
something about the issue it 
highlighted. 

“We do have racism in Win¬ 
nipeg ... You can’t run away 
from facts,” Bowman said fol¬ 
lowing a closed-door tradition¬ 


al smudging ceremony. “Ig¬ 
norance, hatred, intolerance, 
racism exists eveiywhere. 
“Winnipeg has a respon¬ 


sibility right now to turn this 
ship around and change the 
way we all relate.” 

Bowman said that means 


having an open dialogue with 
aboriginal leaders before tak¬ 
ing concrete action. 

Grand Chief Derek Nepinalc 


with the Assembly of Manitoba 
Chiefs said keeping the lines of 
communication open is key. 
But he warned that combating 
racism is a huge challenge. 

“I guarantee you that, right 
now, somebody is having a 
racist experience in a restau¬ 
rant or on the streets in Winni¬ 
peg somewhere. I’m not here 
to pacify that or to say that it’s 
OK,” Nepinalc said. 

“There are people who are 
wilfully blind, wilfully ignor¬ 
ant to the reality of indigenous 
people in this society. But we 
will challenge them.” 

Winnipeg police Chief 
Devon Clunis, who is black, 
said he doesn’t believe Winni¬ 
peg is the only city grappling 
with racism. Racism exists 
across Canada and is part of 
the “human condition,” he 
suggested. 

“We need to have a diffi¬ 
cult conversation in our city 
respective of race,” Clunis said. 
“I think you are seeing who is 
starting that conversation to¬ 
day.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

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Saudi blogger’s flogging delayed 


Free speech. 

Raif Badawi, whose 
wife fled to Canada in 
2012, was imprisoned 
over posts on his 
liberal-minded blog 


Authorities in Saudi Arabia 
have postponed the flogging of 


blogger Raif Badawi for medical 
reasons, a spokeswoman for 
the family said Thursday. 

Elham Manea told The Can¬ 
adian Press that local doctors 
in Jiddah determined Badawi 
could not withstand the 50 
lashes scheduled for Friday. 

Badawi was sentenced to 
1,000 lashes and 10 years in 
prison for writing on a liberal 
blog he founded. He was also 
fined more than $300,000. 


The 32-year-old father of 
three received the first 50 lash¬ 
es on Jan. 9, but his second set 
of lashes was postponed last 
week. 

Badawi is not a Canadian 
citizen, but his wife and three 
children fled Saudi Arabia in 
2012 and settled in Sherbrooke, 
Que., in 2013. 

Protest vigils have been held 
in dozens of countries around 
the world in support of Badawi. 


Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird said “Canada is deep¬ 
ly concerned” by Badawi’s pun¬ 
ishment, which he described as 
“a violation of human dignity 
and freedom of expression.” 

“While Mr. Badawi is not 
a Canadian citizen, we will 
continue to make our position 
known, both publicly and 
through diplomatic channels,” 
Baird said in a statement.

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Ex-priest apologizes 
for sex abuse of kids 


Igloolik. The Crown 
has asked for a 25-year 
sentence — or 17 years 
for time already served 


A courtroom swelled with 
weeping, cries and 35 years of 
bottled-up grief Thursday as a 
defrocked priest who abused 
dozens of Inuit children told 
a judge about to sentence him 
that he’s soriy for his crimes 
and won’t commit any more. 

“I can only take respon¬ 
sibility for what I have done,” 
said Eric Dejaeger, 67, con¬ 
victed on 32 counts of child 
sex abuse from his days as an 
Oblate missionaiy in Igloolik, 
Nunavut, between 1978 and 
1982. 

Speaking quietly, in a voice 
heavily accented by his na¬ 
tive Flemish, Dejaeger faced 


Justice Robert Kilpatrick in an 
Iqaluit courtroom and spoke 
for less than a minute. 

“I would like to ask for for¬ 
giveness,” he said. “I promise 
not to re-offend — and that’s 
not just words.” 

That cued a crescendo of 
sorrow and tears from about 
30 victims and supporters 
who had gathered to see their 
one-time tormentor for what 
they hoped was the last time. 
After court adjourned, one vic¬ 
tim and his wife embraced in 
the middle of the room, mo¬ 
tionless, she holding him up 
as eveiyone filed out around 
them. 

It was the end of a stoiy that 
began for some victims when 
they were as young as four and 
which played out across three 
decades and two continents. 
It raised questions about the 
role of the Catholic church and 
Canadian officials in delaying

justice for those suffering men¬ 
tal scars from horrific attacks. 

The victims include 12 boys 
and 10 girls, most between the 
ages of eight and 12. Dejaeger 
also abused a dog in front of 
two children. 

Many testified that Dejae¬ 
ger threatened them with hell- 
fire or separation from their 
families if they told. Some¬ 
times he dangled food in front 
of hungry children as a lure. 

Dejaeger has already served 
one five-year sentence on 11 
counts of assaulting children 
in Baker Lake, Nunavut, where 
he was posted after Igloolik.

“To be clear, the 
situation on the ground 
has evolved since I offered 
those remarks and we have 
increased our assistance 
with respect to targeting air 
strikes in direct correlation 
with an increased threat 
encountered by the (Iraqis),” 
Lawson said in a written 
statement. 

“Our personnel are not 
seeking to directly engage 
the enemy, but we are pro¬ 
viding assistance to forces 
that are in combat.”

OVERVIEW 


Regularly ranked as one of Canada's top 10 outdoor 
winter festivals, the Ice on Whyte ice carving festival 
knows how to put on a party for those braving the 
elements each January in Edmonton. For a dozen 
years, festival goers have enjoyed ice sculpting com¬ 
petitions, entertainment, skating, sliding and more, 
and this year's edition—January 23 to February 1 at 
End of Steel Park in Old St rath con a—offers 10 days of 
outdoor art, music, food and fun with a pirate theme 
that festival-goers of all ages can embrace. 

'Everyone likes making pirate noises, from age 2 to 50," 
said Ice on Whyte producer Wanda Bornn. "We start¬ 
ed the theme when our mascot Chainsaw Wally was 
kidnapped by the pirates of Sand on Whyte last sum¬ 
mer, and now it's time to bring him home." 

Chainsaw Wally will be returned in theatrical fashion 
on opening day, where 150 patrons will shake their 
cowbells to welcome him back and start the festivities. 
Now with a budget estimated to be 15 times bigger 
than the original festival, the 2015 Ice on Whyte is a 
true 10-day party suitable for everyone in the family— 


a place where skaters can glide around, families can 
enjoy the steep curves of the giant ice slide, and ev¬ 
eryone can enjoy nightly music and themed entertain¬ 
ment. 

'We get a lot of kids and their grandparents or caregiv¬ 
ers during the weekdays—and over 20 per cent of our 
audience is from across Alberta and Western Canada; 
even international tourists to want to come and expe¬ 
rience a Canadian winter festival," said Bornn. 

Some of the global appeal is likely due to the signa¬ 
ture event, the ice carving competition, which kicks 
off the festival January 23-25. A who's who of the ice 
carving world is represented, with teams from Russia, 
Lithuania, the Netherlands, New Zealand, Latvia, BC, 
Alberta and more competing for top honours. Visitors 
who vote online for the Metro People's Choice Award 
are also entered to win a trip for 4 to Jasper. 

Families, young professionals and new Canadians 
make up the bulk of the Ice on Whyte audience, which 
has topped 52,000 visitors in past years. Organizers 
say this year's festival could beat those numbers. 


Even though every other detail is planned, orga¬ 
nizers know they can't control the weather. It's 
possible for conditions to be a bit too warm for 
the competition during the day. If that's the case, 
the artists will work in the evenings or at night. 
Please check iceonwhyte.ca for updates. 


Ice On Whyte runs from 2 pm to 10 
pm each weekday, at End of Steel Park, 
Gateway Blvd. and Tommy Banks Way. 
On weekends, the park is open from 10 
am to 10 pm. While Edmonton Transit 
operates in and around the area, pa¬ 
trons can park and take the free week¬ 
end sleigh rides to get closer to the site, 
or just enjoy the sights along bustling 
Whyte Avenue.

ICE CARVING 
COMPETITION 


The competition heats up—or cools down, it's ice after 
all—January 23-35 when nine teams of ice carvers fire 
up the chainsaws and chisels for the ATCO Gas Inter¬ 
national Ice Carving Competition. Professional teams 


of two from Russia, Lithuania, the Netherlands, Latvia, 
New Zealand, Malaysia, Washington, Alberta and BC 
will compete for top prizes (and the annual Metro Peo¬ 
ple's Choice Award), while novice ice carvers vie for a 
berth in next year's professional category. 


Ice on Whyte Artistic Director, professional carver and 
first-time judge Delayne Corbett (with fellow judges) 
will allocate points based on first impression, struc¬ 
ture, skill and technique, details, concept and design, 

creativity and ar¬ 
tistic merit. "I'm 
looking for that 
wow factor—the 
'how'd they do 
that?' feeling" 
said Corbett. 

The carvers from 
team Latvia ar¬ 
rived on site early, 
spending several 
hours a day creating demonstration sculptures for the 
festival before opening day. Uldis Zarins and Sandis 
Kondrats warmed up for competition by creating a ship 
and anchor to go with the event's pirate theme - each 
piece taking a few days to complete. 


The crystal-clear blocks of ice used at Ice on Whyte come from Ice Culture in On¬ 
tario, one of a very few companies to manufacture the professional-grade product. 
Frozen from the bottom up in minus 20 temperatures for 72 hours, the blocks are 
shipped to the festival on semitrailer trucks—some 550 blocks this year—making 
for a solid, predictable foundation from which to create the magical carvings come 
festival time. 


"It's a bit too warm and sunny—the best would be mi¬ 
nus 5 and cloudy. Still, this is good, stable ice," said 
Zarins, who uses a grinder, chisel and chainsaw for his 
sculptures here and at festivals around the world. 

For Kondrats, who now lives in the U.S. and only carves 
on occasion, it's important to pace the work, not spend¬ 
ing too many hours at a time on the task. "These are 
dangerous tools, so you don't want to be tired when 
using them. I've had a broken finger and chain saw cut 



to the head. I've been in hospital more than once," he 
said. The Latvian native placed second in last year's 
Ice on Whyte competition, and while he said it's nice 
to see the same teams at various events, there's not 
much time to socialize. 

"We work long hours at competition time, designing 
and creating the carvings. This year, we've decided on 
a sculpture that'll show parallel dimensions. We went 
to school to learn to be carvers, so I'm sure we can pull 
this off," Kondrats said.

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World’s oldest monarch dies 


The king is dead. 

Saudi Arabia’s 
Abdullah was key U.S. 
ally in the Middle East 


Saudi Arabia’s King Abdullah, 
the powerful U.S. ally who 
joined Washington’s fight 
against al-Qaida and sought to 
modernize the ultraconserva¬ 
tive Muslim kingdom with 
incremental but significant 
reforms, including nudging 
open greater opportunities 
for women, has died, accord¬ 
ing to Saudi state TV. He was 
the world’s oldest monarch at 
age 90. 

More than his guarded and 


A police video of officers con¬ 
fronting and then fatally shoot¬ 
ing a black man in southern 
New Jersey has raised questions 
and stirred anger over another 
death at the hands of police. 

The video of the Dec. 30 kill¬ 
ing of Jerame Reid in Bridgeton, 
a struggling, mostly minority 
city of 25,000 people about 40 
miles south of Philadelphia, 
was released this week. 

Conrad Benedetto, a Phila¬ 
delphia lawyer, said in a state¬ 
ment the footage “raises ser¬ 
ious questions as to the legality 
and/or reasonableness of the 
officers’ actions that night” be¬ 
cause Reid was shot as he raised 
his hands. 

With the dashboard cam- 


hidebound predecessors, Ab¬ 
dullah assertively threw his 
oil-rich nation’s weight be¬ 
hind tiying to shape the Mid¬ 
dle East. His priority was to 
counter the influence of rival, 
mainly Shiite Iran wherever 
it tried to make advances. He 
and fellow Sunni Arab mon- 
archs also staunchly opposed 
the Middle East’s wave of pro¬ 
democracy uprisings, seeing 
them as a threat to stability 
and their own rule. 

He backed Sunni Muslim 
factions against Tehran’s al¬ 
lies in several countries, but 
in Lebanon for example, the 
policy failed to stop Iranian- 
backed Hezbollah from gain¬ 
ing the upper hand. And 
Tehran and Riyadh’s colliding 


era in their cruiser rolling, 
police pulled a Jaguar over for 
running a stop sign on a dark 
night.

Screaming over and over

And while the king main¬ 
tained the historically close al¬ 
liance with Washington, there 
were frictions as he sought to 
put those relations on Saudi 
Arabia’s terms. He was con¬ 
stantly frustrated by Washing¬ 
ton’s failure to broker a settle¬ 
ment to the Israel-Palestinian 
conflict. He also pushed the 
Obama administration to take 
a tougher stand against Iran 
and to more strongly back the

mainly Sunni rebels fighting 
to overthrow Syrian President 
Bashar Assad. 

Abdullah’s death was an¬ 


nounced on Saudi state TV, 
saying the king died after 
midnight on Friday. His suc¬ 
cessor is his 79-year-old half- 
brother, Prince Salman, who 
had recently taken on the 
ailing Abdullah’s responsibil¬ 
ities, according to the official 
Saudi Press Agency. 

Abdullah became de facto 
ruler in 1995 when a stroke 
incapacitated his half-brother 
King Fahd. Abdullah was be¬ 
lieved to have long rankled at 
the closeness of the affiance 
with the United States and as 
regent he pressed Washing¬ 
ton to withdraw the troops it 
had deployed in the kingdom 
since the 1990 Iraqi invasion 
of Kuwait. The U.S. finally did 
so in 2003. the associated press

Jury fails to agree 
on verdict in trial 
of U.K. journalists 

A British juiy has failed to 
reach a verdict at the trial 
of four journalists from 
the tabloid Sun accused of 
bribing police and public 
officials for scoops. 

Jurors announced 
Thursday after 49 hours 
of deliberations that 
they could not agree on 
verdicts against head 
of news Chris Pharo, 
ex-deputy news editor 
Ben O’Driscoll, reporter 
Jamie Pyatt and former 
managing editor Graham 
Dudman. 

Prosecutors said they 
would seek a retrial. 

Many senior journalists 
from Rupert Murdoch- 
owned newspapers have 
been arrested as part of a 
sprawling probe into al¬ 
leged tabloid wrongdoing. 
Several have been acquit¬ 
ted, including former Sun 
editor Rebelcah Brooks. 

The defendants denied 
all charges and claimed 
they were “fed to the 
wolves” by parent com¬ 
pany News International 
after the phone-hacking 
scandal, the associated press 
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Beer. Carlsberg eyes 
a wood fibre bottle 


If you’re a Carlsberg beer 
drinker, you might soon have 
to get used to toasting without 
that familiar “clink.” 

The alcohol giant an¬ 
nounced Thursday that it is 
in the process of developing a 
biodegradable bottle made of 
wood fibres, meaning there 
won’t be any sound when you 
touch bottles before throwing 
back a cold one. 

Though the Green Fiber 
Bottle won’t replace Carls- 
berg’s aluminum or glass var¬ 
ieties, it could face criticism 
from diehard beer lovers who 
have become accustomed to 
the sound. It’s a problem Carls¬ 
berg faced when it introduced 
a polyethylene terephthalate 
bottle in Sweden, said spokes¬ 
man, Simon Hoffmeyer Boas. 

Kenneth Wong, a mar¬ 
keting professor at Queen’s 
University, said he’s not sure 
how many brew lovers will be 
heartbroken over the clink, 
but “certainly it will be a fac¬ 
tor.” He noted that the bottle 
announcement came as com¬ 
panies are pouring their efforts 
into generating buzz and culti¬ 
vating buyers to offset declines 
in beer sales. “This is one more 
turn of the wheel,” Wong said.

As for Carlsberg’s effort, 
that’ll be a three-year process. 
So far, only prototypes have 
been developed. 
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Mobile users wait 
for better battery 


Smartphones. 

Companies offering 
workarounds for 
red-zone anxiety 


At a watering hole in Brook¬ 
lyn, bartender Kathy Conway 
counted four phone chargers 
behind the bar. Smartphone 
users, facing the scourge of 
the red zone, are tired of beg¬ 
ging to charge devices behind 
bars or hunting for hidden 
electrical outlets in airports 
and train stations and are 
looking for a better battery. 

While a better battery is a 
long way off, there are some 
options to ward off batteiy 
anxiety. 

Companies displayed 
batteiy chargers and smart¬ 
phone extenders at the an¬ 
nual gadget show known as 
CES. One that seems particu¬ 
larly convenient is the 911 
Boost, developed by Florida 
entrepreneur Bernard Emano 
and his two firefighter sons. 
The small square weighs only 
65 grams and is designed to 
be carried on a key chain. It’s 
versatile, with three retract¬ 
able jacks so it can plug into 
new and old model iPhones, 


Power hogs 


The capacity of the com¬ 
mon lithium-ion battery 
that powers laptops, 
cellphones and tablet 
computers has tripled since 
1990. But that’s not nearly 
enough to keep up with 
the demand gadget addicts 
have for constant use of 
skinny, light mobile devices 
that limit battery size. 


• Two billion mobile 
phones were shipped 
worldwide in 2014, 75 
per cent of which were 
smartphones. Demand is 
growing by 10 to 12 per 
cent each year. 


and any phone that takes a 
micro-USB plug. The $30 US 
device can only provide about 
a 60 per cent charge for most 
phones, though a batteiy 
with more capacity would be 
too heavy for a keychain. 

Chinese company Zero- 
Lemon has a line of rugged 
smartphone cases for Apple, 
Samsung and LG phones that 
come with built-in batteiy ex¬ 
tenders. 

A $69 US version for the 


iPhone 6, called the Rugged 
Juicer, will let you go up to 
three times as long before 
you need a recharge. 

ZeroLemon also makes 
pocket-sized, solar chargers 
that will restore a battery to 
full capacity in about three 
hours. 

Qualcomm has extended 
batteiy life through more effi¬ 
cient software and hardware: 
When one part of the chipset 
is in use, the rest gets turned 
off to save energy. The chipset 
also tries to store a lot of data 
internally so that it doesn’t 
have to expend energy con¬ 
stantly reaching out to the 
phone’s memoiy banks. 

Google, whose Android 
operating system runs on 
most of the world’s smart¬ 
phones, last year launched 
Project Volta, a tool aimed at 
extending mobile batteiy life. 

Waking up a phone’s ap¬ 
plication processor, for ex¬ 
ample, can start consuming 
a lot of power, but a lot of 
apps don’t need to do that 
constantly. A function called 
JobScheduler helps ensure 
that apps wait to perform 
non-critical tasks like updates 
when your phone is not con¬ 
nected to a power source.

THE KOHLER 
REPORT

A Winnipeg court will soon decide whether a 
mother is guilty of child abandonment after 
leaving her six-year-old son at home alone for 90 
minutes while she did some errands. A guilty 
verdict would set a precedent and could mean 
leaving children alone would go from a com¬ 
mon-sense no-no to absolutely illegal. 

To me, six does seem a young age to be man- 
of-the-house for an hour and a half—when I 
was six, I wouldn’t have left me in charge of Silly 
Putty, let alone a household—but then again, 
I’ve met precocious six-year-olds who seemed 
smarter than some of my ex-boyfriends. 

And just over 100 years ago, children as 
young as four were working in factories to help 
with the family income. True, laws were created 
to stop that because it was dangerous and cruel, 
but if a four-year-old can sweep a chimney, 
maybe we don’t give kids enough credit today. 

You may have heard of a similar case in the 
news recently regarding Maryland, Va., parents 
Danielle and Alexander Meitiv, who let their 10- 


and six-year-old children walk a mile home 
alone from a park. A concerned citizen saw the 
unsupervised children and called police. The 
Meitivs are now under investigation for being 
negligent parents. 

In interviews, the Meitivs come across as the 
opposite of negligent. They seem thoughtful 
and dedicated to giving their children the best 
possible childhood—the kind of childhood 
they had. 

They’re advocates ofwhat’s called “free- 
range parenting” and, though it sounds like 
they’re raising chickens, the movement is ac¬ 
tually about raising your kids to be self-reliant 
and independent by letting them do things— 
like walk home from the park—by themselves. 

Free-range parenting makes a lot of sense to 
me, as I wonder if news stories and crime shows 
about abductions have people paralyzed with 
what might be an irrational fear. 

As Danielle Meitiv put it during an interview 
on the Today Show, these days maybe we’re 
“overestimating the danger and underestimat¬ 
ing our children.” 

If you’re any older than 30, I’ll bet you got 
away with a lot more than kids do today. 


Overstating the risk 


Free-range parenting makes a lot of 
sense to me, as I wonder if news 
stories and crime shows about 
abductions have people paralyzed 
with what might be an irrational fear. 


I was biking around my neighbourhood at 
10—no helmet, as helmets were for nerds only 
—I walked to the corner store for Popsicles, 
played with friends at the park. 

Looking back, I don’t see my parents as neg¬ 
ligent. I thank them for giving me the space to 
learn for myself that roller-skating down a hill 
is not a great idea. 

It’s not clear whether the Winnipeg mother 
identifies as a “free-ranger” or was just trying to 
make do in a busy life, as not a lot of informa¬ 
tion has been released about her. 

What has been reported is that her son is 
now living with his father and she hasn’t seen 
him in 18 months, which seems extreme. 


Maybe there’s more to the story: maybe she’s 
known to be irresponsible with her son, maybe 
she considers Play-Doh a food group and maybe 
the way the courts are treating her is based on 
more than just this one incident. Or maybe 
they’re being helicopter courts? 

Danielle Meitiv also pointed out that letting 
her kids walk home from the park is not only 
good for their health in terms of exercise, but 
the No. 1 cause of childhood death is car acci¬ 
dents. In her mind, having them walk home 
alone is actually safer than driving them. 

This might sound like hippy-dippy bologna 
to you, but statistically speaking, she’s right—I 
checked. 

So if it’s the safety of the children we’re all 
concerned about, and we look at the statistics, 
maybe every parent that drives their kids places 
should be investigated for negligence? 

Or maybe today we’re not giving the chil¬ 
dren or the parents enough credit.

He’s heard how audiences 
react to the film: “So far, I’ve 
heard someone yell, ‘Replay!’ 
after the intimate sex scene.” 

He’s sorry for freaking any¬ 
one out in real life: “People 
get extremely scared by Noah 
Sandbom, so much so that 
when they see me in real 
fife, they look at me a little 
differently. Until they actually 


start talking to me and realize 
that I’m just harmless little 
Ryan Guzman, there’s a lot 
of people that are a little 
standoff-ish at first.” 

He knows where to look for 
inspiration: “I definitely have 
plenty of actors that I look up 
to, like Marlon Brando or Tom 
Hardy, Christian Bale. And 
Mark Wahlberg, his business 
savvy and how he came up. I 
actually used Mark Wahlberg’s 
Fear performance as some¬ 
thing to base Noah Sandbom 
on in the beginning.” 

He knows his limitations: 

“The one thing I struggle with, 
if I’m being honest, is being 
the romantic hero — the 
protagonist that’s lovey-dovey 
and says all the right things. 

I have the hardest time with 
those. I don’t look at myself as 
a guy who can get any woman 
he wants or says all the right 
things. I look at myself as 
an idiot. I look at myself as a 
goofball.”

Jennifer Lopez would be hav¬ 
ing a lot more fun making 
a rom-com, but then work 
can’t always be fun, can it? 

Her latest film, the steamy 
thriller The Boy Next Door, is 
pretty far from lighter fare 
like The Wedding Planner or 
The Back-Up Plan. 

Lopez stars as an English 
teacher who succumbs to the 
advances of her neighbour’s 
comely young nephew (Ryan 
Guzman). As you can imagine, 
it doesn’t go well from there. 

Now, back to that fun fac¬ 
tor part of the job. 

“I prefer romantic comed¬ 
ies. They’re just fun. That’s 
a fun set,” Lopez admits. 
“You’re just seeing how silly 
you can make things. They’re 
romantic, and I’m a hopeless 
romantic, as well. So I really 
enjoy doing that kind of stuff.” 

But she insists she also 
likes to push herself. 

“Being more dramatic or 
being more tough or being 
more vulnerable, it’s all the 
same. It’s all about trying to 
find the reality in the mo¬ 
ment, making it real. All of 
a sudden, I have this high- 
pitched scream that I’ve 
never heard myself do, and 
that’s when I know I’m tap¬ 
ping into something real.” 

Another challenge with 
her Boy Next Door role was 
the extremely intimate sex 
scene that sets the craziness 
of the plot in motion — and 
required some bold, reveal¬ 
ing work on Lopez’s part. 

“Scenes like that are al¬ 



ways uncomfortable,” she 
says. “It’s a veiy vulnerable 
position to be in. It’s not 
something you ever get used 
to as an actress, I don’t think. 

“But this was a veiy im¬ 
portant scene in the film. 
If that scene didn’t work, 
the rest of the film doesn’t 
work, because that’s the mo¬ 
ment they share together. If 
it wasn’t intense, passionate, 
real enough, then the rest of 
the movie doesn’t make any 
sense.” 

Acting challenges aside, 
the movie also taught Lopez 
some lessons as a producer, 
particularly in the new rules 
of financing and independent 
filmmaking. 

“We got it made on a 
micro-budget of $4 million in 
25 days,” she reveals, “ft was 


super-intense. I had never 
done a film like that in my 
career. But it was very liber¬ 
ating as an artist because it 
made me realize I can make 
whatever movie I want like 
this. It’s the material that 
really matters. ‘Do I feel like 
doing this at this time?’ and 
not waiting for a big studio to 
green-light something or hire 
you as an actress. It really is 
veiy empowering.” 

So is that why she was ab¬ 
sent from the big screen in 
2014? Not quite. 

“For me, it’s just about 
what feels right at the time, 
and I was very in music land 
last year,” she explains. “I’m 
always thinking about all of 
it, and then certain things 
take precedent at different 
times.” 


The cute boy next door 


So how much does art 
imitate life for Lopez? 

“Actually, my first boyfriend 
was the boy next door, 
when I was like 13 or 14 
years old. It was the sum¬ 
mer I turned 14. He was 
cute. Cute enough, I guess, 
at the time.” 

But he didn’t become a 
deranged stalker? 

“I’ve had people kind of 
obsessed with me, but not 
like obsessed in a danger¬ 
ous, scary way. No, thank 
God. I’ve never had to deal 
with anything like that.”

In the two decades since Clue¬ 
less was released, the sleeper 
hit comedy centred on a clique 
of privileged teens has proved 
to have enduring appeal, ex¬ 
tending well beyond the fiction¬ 
alized halls of high school into 
the far reaches of pop culture. 

Based on Jane Austen’s 
Emma, writendirector Amy 
Heclcerling’s 1995 movie of¬ 
fered a humorous depiction 
of LA. life with an unexpected 
sweetness and heart emerging 
from beneath its designer- 
swathed surface. 

Clueless helped catapult 
Alicia Silverstone (Cher), Stacey 
Dash (Dionne), the late Brittany 
Murphy (Tai) and its cast of rela¬ 
tive unknowns to fame and led 
to a spinoff TV series. 

Social media sites and Twit¬ 
ter feeds continue to tout the 
famous styles and clever catch- 
phrases popularized by the 
characters. Rapper Iggy Azalea 
paid homage with the Clueless- 
inspired video for her chart- 
topper Fancy, complete with 
sendups of memorable scenes 
and Azalea wearing replicas of 
Cher’s wardrobe. 

Charlie Lyne, director of Be¬ 
yond Clueless, an exploration 
of teen cinema that screened at 
the Hot Docs festival in Toron¬ 
to, credits Clueless for helping 
reinvigorate Hollywood’s confi¬ 
dence in the film genre.

“You had this real deathly 
period for teen movies at the 
beginning of the ’90s after the 
John Hughes wave had ended, 
and then studios really kind 
of weren’t interested in those 
films. They were thought of as 
a bit of financial disaster area,” 
said Lyne, whose film is slated 
for release on iTunes and video 
on demand come the end of 
January, according to Canadian 
distributor KinoSmith. 

“That movie — which was 
so not expected to be a success 
and was so massively successful 
— really kicked into gear this 
whole wave of teen movies that 
then really dominated Holly¬ 
wood for the next decade.” 

Yet times sure have changed 
on the big screen since Cher, 
Dionne and Tai dished on boy 
drama and spent idle time 
devoted to shopping and self¬ 
grooming. The seemingly sim¬ 
plistic troubles of ’90s teen 
life pale in comparison to the 
traumatic tales of violence and 
death featured in The Fault in 
Our Stars, If I Stay, Divergent 
and The Hunger Games trilogy. 

“I don’t think we make 
teen movies quite like that 
anymore,” said Jesse Wente, 
director of film programmes 
at TIFF Bell Lightbox, which 
featured Clueless as part of its 
Back to the ’90s series. “There 
are fewer and fewer instances 
where there are movies about 


teens ... that are actually set in 
high school. 

“Usually, they’re a little more 
removed from that whether 
they’re sort of fantastical, like 
Hunger Games. But you rarely 
nowadays — or at least less fre¬ 
quently — do you get a movie 
that’s in a locker room, hallways 
of school, that’s veiy specific 
about high school.” 

Wente said there is also a 
desire by studios to have fran¬ 
chises, translating to film series 
like Hunger Games and Harry 
Potter. 

“These are meant to be huge 
franchises that give a studio 
a chance to release a new epi¬ 
sode eveiy year for a number of 
years and really have a tentpole 
in a way — and I think that’s 
largely the attraction.” 

The changing nature of the 
film industry also gives movies 
less of a chance to gradually 
build at the box office, noted 
Scott Henderson, associate 
professor in the department of 
communication, popular cul¬ 
ture and film at Brock Univer¬ 
sity. “It used to be films had 
weeks or months. I remem¬ 
ber films going over a year in 
theatres and it could slowly 
build an audience. Now it’s 
all about that opening week¬ 
end and getting everybody in 
there, and films don’t stick 
around as long,” said Hender¬ 
son.

Empty seats were hard to 
come by at Clint Eastwood’s 
American Sniper over the 
U.S. holiday weekend, where 
the R-rated Iraq War drama — 
all words seldom attached to 
“blockbuster” — rolled to the 
kind of runaway success that 
makes Hollywood sit up and 
take notice. 

The film, which blew 
away box-office expectations 
with a superhero-sized $107 
million US over the four-day 
weekend, was in many ways 
an old-fashioned kind of 
Hollywood hit: It was built on 
star-power (Bradley Cooper 
and Eastwood), Oscar buzz (6 
nominations including best 
picture) and a largely adult 
audience (63 per cent over 25 
years old). 

The success has made the 
latest film from the 84-year- 
old director (his second in 
half a year) a flashpoint in 


Hollywood, Washington 
D.C. and everywhere in be¬ 
tween, sweeping American 
Sniper into the culture wars 
Eastwood has sometimes en¬ 
gaged. Certainly, the wide-re- 


lease opening wouldn’t have 
been possible without the 
strong support of a seldom- 
catered-to demographic: con¬ 
servatives. Dan Fellman, head 
of domestic distribution for 


Warner Bros., called conserv¬ 
atives’ embrace of the film 
“huge,” noting it’s an audi¬ 
ence difficult to court. 

“The audience watched 
this movie not as a war

movie but as a movie about 
patriotism, a movie about a 
hero, a movie about family, 
a movie about serving our 
country,” said Fellman. “And 
it struck a chord right across 
the board.” 

Most Hollywood heartland 
hits (like the recent Unbrok¬ 


en, or one of films American 
Sniper surpassed to become 
the biggest R-rated drama 
debut, The Last Temptation 
of Christ) have capitalized 
on faith-based audiences. But 
American Sniper, about Navy 
SEAL marksman Chris Kyle, 
is the kind of heroic war 
film Hollywood has largely 
resisted depicting because of 
the often unpopular and less 
successful campaigns in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Gitesh Pandya, editor of 
BoxOfficeGuru.com, credited 
the film’s triumph to a “per¬ 
fect storm” of factors, includ¬ 
ing the savvy marketing of 
Warner Bros., which stoked 
interest in the film by hold¬ 
ing it in very limited release 
for two weeks.

The New York Times praised 
her “excellent work” in the 
film, the LA Times concluded 
that the film “wouldn’t be 
nearly as emotionally effective 
as it is” without Stewart’s pres¬ 
ence, and Grantland heralded 
her “thrillingly natural” per¬ 
formance as one of the 12 most 


under-appreciated of the past 
year. 

Sitting in the audience for 
the film, however, Stewart was 
mesmerized only by her co-star. 
“I was present for a lot of her 
performance, but I somehow 
watched the movie and I got my 
head blown off,” Stewart said. 

“I knew she was going to 
accomplish something great 
... that changed the face of the 
disease and revealed the fate of 


its people, but she let you into 
something that you normally 
wouldn’t witness unless you 
had to personally experience it. 

“Without the pain that goes 
along with knowing someone 
who has Alzheimer’s ... it’s like 
I’ve gotten a taste of what that’s 
like. “It’s because of her. She’s 
so ... smart,” Stewart added, 
peppering in the F-word for em¬ 
phasis. “She’s such a genius.”

Voracek: The unlikely

NHL. Ahead of Crosby, 
Seguin and others, the 
Flyers right-winger tops 
at the all-star break 


The NHL’s leading scorer at the 
all-star break has never cracked 
70 points in a season. 

His ascension past Sidney 
Crosby, Tyler Seguin and all of 
the best scorers in hockey has 
made Philadelphia Flyers right¬ 
winger Jakub Voracek one of 
the most surprising stories of 
the first half of the season. 

On pace for 95 points in 
his sixth year in the league, 
Voracek has surprised even 
himself with this kind of pro¬ 
duction. 

“I would be lying if I said I 
knew I was going to be lead¬ 
ing the points by Januaiy,” said 
Voracek, who prefers to be 
called Jake. “I’ve really worked 
hard for it. But it doesn’t mean 
that I was on top for 45 games 
and now I just let up. I’ve just 
got to keep working hard and 
tiy to get better.” 

It’s still not clear how much 
better Voracek can get. He set 
a career high in points last sea¬ 
son with 62 and has 56 in 48 
games so far this season, on 17 
goals and 39 assists. 

Some of that is thanks to 
fellow all-star Claude Giroux, 
his linemate for the past two- 
plus seasons. Giroux is tied for 
third in the league in scoring. 

“G’s a smart player and he 
makes those passes just at the 
right time. With Jake’s speed 
and the way he brings pucks to 
the net — and he can also pass 
the puck — they’re both good 
at eveiything,” said Flyers for¬ 
ward Vincent Lecavalier, who

helped then-Lightning team¬ 
mate Martin St. Louis win the 
Art Ross in 2004. “They’re ex¬ 
ceptional.... I think it just works 
well together.” 

Voracek and Giroux have 
excelled and produced even 
with a rotating cast of char¬ 
acters on left wing: Brayden 
Schenn, Matt Read, Michael 
Raffl and Wayne Simmonds. A 
lack of secondaiy scoring down 
the lineup, along with defen¬ 
sive miscues, has the Flyers 
well out of the playoff race. 

But that’s not Voracelc’s 
fault. The former Blue Jackets 
winger who was part of the 
deal that sent Jeff Carter to 
Columbus is enjoying his best 
season by far. 

“I think it’s more experi¬ 
ence,” Voracek said. “I’m more 
patient with the puck in the 
tight situations and on the 
power play. 

“Eveiy year I feel like when 
you gain that experience, when 
you play those games, you find 
different solutions sometimes 
for the situations on the ice. 
It’s what it is: experience, work 
ethic, good teammates, good 
linemates. That’s all it takes.”

NFL New England 
representatives 
distance themselves 
from ‘deflate-gate' 


The two men most responsible 
for delivering wins for the New 
England Patriots both said 
Thursday they have no explan¬ 
ation for how footballs used to 
reach the Super Bowl were un¬ 
derinflated by two pounds per 
square inch. 

Patriots quarterback Tom 
Brady said he has not been 
contacted by the NFL, even 
as league officials investigate 
whether the team cheated 
against the Indianapolis Colts. 

“I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened,” Brady said, answering 
questions from reporters hours 
after Patriots coach Bill Beli¬ 
chick said he almost never 
thinks about football pressure 
and doesn’t know what hap¬ 
pened, either. 

Unlike Belichick, who 
briefly answered questions 
after a long opening remark 
by repeatedly saying “I’ve told 
you everything I know” and 
“I don’t have an explanation,” 
Brady answered many ques¬ 
tions and said he doesn’t think 
about football specifications. 

“I get the snap, I drop back, 
I throw the ball,” Brady said. 
“I don’t sit there and try to 


squeeze it and determine that.” 

He does, however, have 
his preferences — he likes the 
football to be pumped to 12.5 
pounds per square inch of air 
pressure, he said. The NFL re¬ 
quires balls to be inflated be¬ 
tween 12.5 and 13.5 pounds 
per square inch. 

“To me, that’s a perfect grip 
for the football,” he said. “I 
would never do anything out¬ 
side the rules of play.” 

With different approaches, 
Belichick and Brady sent a uni¬ 
fied message: Both said they 
have no clue how the foot¬ 
balls were tampered with or 
switched, and started learning 
about the issue along with fans 
and everyone else. 

“I have no knowledge of 
anything, any wrongdoing,” 
Brady said when asked who 
on the Patriots was responsible 
for the underinflated footballs. 
“I’m veiy comfortable saying 
nobody did it as far as I know.”
